THE SUGAK SHORTAGE. 


Reports from the government at Washington 


'and all sections of the country show that there 
is a sugar shortage. A famine in sugar is even 
'predicted and there axe wild guesses as to just 
how high, the price of sugar trill go if the gov- 
ernment does not curb the profiteers. 
V^This shortage is in small part imaginary, in 
much larger part due to the ability of refiners, 
Wholesalers and market operators to control the 
available supply of sngar—made possible by the 


sources of raw sugar and the strong demand 


for it—and in still greater degree to the inad- 
equacy of present production in the Western 
Hemisphere to meet all the normal requirements 
ofrthis country and European nations. 


last factor is one of the most important, 


because it is impossible of immediate correction, 
and it is one of the chickens hatched from an un- 
wise economic policy which has come home to 
'roost Hawaii and the West Indies are the prin- 
' cjpal sources of raw cane sugar. Some cane sugar 
is grown in the Southern States and^a consider- 
able amount of beet sugar is produced in Western 
and Eocky Mountain States. 


•Germany has no sugar to export and no means 


'to export if she possessed any. Prance, which 
prior to the "war "was an exporter of sugar, must 
buy in foreign markets until the senseless destruc- 
tion of the sugar resources in Northern France 
by the G<ainan army is repaired. The Philip- 
pines hare a quantity of raw cane sugar, but 
owing to the short-sighted policy of the govern- 
ment in refusing to provide freight ships for the 
Pacific trade, it is difficult to obtain and at best 
is only a fraction of what would have been pro- 
duced in the Philippines if shipping facilities 
had been assured to carry it to the market
